LONDON, June 13, 1872. 


In the hurry of tlte great day of the Ascot meet- 


ing I have not time . to describe the glories of the 
place, the lmmense,attemlanc« or the aristocracy, 
the royal procession— including the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the Duke of Edinbnrg, Prince 
Arthur and the Duke of Cambridge— or the splen- 
dor of the toilets on the "lawn." All these tilings 
I must leave till Saturday, and must content my- 
self at present with an account of the racing on the 
first two days of perhaps the greatest meeting con- 
nected with the English turf. 
The value of the 


prizes is tmequalled ; all the best animals in the 
eomntry appear for one or other of tlism, and the 
eport crowded into each day's programme is almost 
tetisuing. Except on Tuesday, Tvheii the weather 
•was deplorable, the gathering has been a decided 
success, and the magnificence of the spectacle was 
• never snrpassad. 


The first day's racing was of the most Interesting 


Mud and comprised several races of rare import- 
ance to English sport. Among tliem was the Prince 
of "Wales' Stakes for three-year-olds, which may be 
regarded as a sort of supplement to the IJerby, and 
generally brings out the best horses of their age in 
country. We were cot, however, to see Crcmorne, the 
tne winner of the Derby, in the field, for, though he 
"was ou the spot, lie had only recently returned 
from Paris, and it would have been cruelty to run 
him. He went over to the French capital on Tues- 
flay last, undergoing the sea voyage, which was a 
very trying one, without apparently the slightest 
Injury. 
On Sunday he went down to the Bois de 


BOHlogne to start lor the Grand Prix da Paris, one 
of the richest racing prizes in the world, and Be 
won it with the greatest ease, Maidment. his 
Jockey, having time to turn round in his saddle to 
smile contemptuously on liis opponents, none of 
whom ever had the ghost of a chance. Cremorne 
left Paris the same evening and again crossed 
the channel, without showing any symptoms 
of 
uneasiness, 
and 
arrived 
in 
England 


OD Monday morning. He got a brief rest in Loudon, 
and then was sent out at a very early hour for 
Ascot, where he arrived on Tuesday, tae day on 
-which the meeting commenced. There was some 
fear that Mr. Savile, who does not, as a rule, spare 
liis horses, would send him out to run for the Prince 
of Wales' Stakes, and when his cumber was seen on 
ttie telegraph board, and Maidment. ttie jockey, ap- 
peared in the well-known yellow and red cap, indig- 
nation found vent in tones both loud and deep. As 
tt turned out, however, the whole thing was a mis- 
take ; the horse had been scratched some time pre- 
viously. and Maidment, who was not aware of the 
fact, had gone in to scale. The most notable or 
the runners for the Priuce of Wales' Stakes was 
Lord Faimouth's horse, Queen's Messenger,' who 
WOB three races as a two-year-old, but this se'a- 
§on was compelled to put up with third place both 
In tbe Two Thousand Guineas and the Derby. 
Almoner had won the Newmarket Biennial, and 
Xanthus bad been second to him; but bothhaa 
thoroughly disgraced themselves In the two great 
races referred to. Khedive is the stable companion 
to King Lud, who finished close behind Queen's 
Messenger in the Two Thousand, and was now said 
to be superior to him, and Wenlock had baen an 
excellent lonrth to Lord Falmouth's horse in the 
JJerby.

ist as its President. He hoped that the pastors 
would on their own behalf see that collections con- 
tinued to be taken up for this cause in their several 
charges. 
Drs. Reid, Brown, Merwin, "Woodruff and others 


spoSe on this Bible Society matter, and expressed 
the idea that the question had been sprung upon 
the Conference toward the close of its session, that 
it had not been discussed either in the Committee 
on Kevisals or in the General Conference, and that 
it was substantially the work of two of the Bishops. 
They hoped, however, that the Church would be 
kept in blissful ignorance of the action of tire Con- 
ference, and would continue to make subscriptions 
and donations as usual-

Although polilic<! are "much discussed juut now, 


and sensible people In England read with an In- 
terest easy to understand what the HSKALD and 
other organs of American opinion (but particularly 
the HERAJJI) say about a question of which all the 
"world has been talking for mouths, this being what 
is called "the London season," public entertain- 
ments engross a very large share of attention. 
Above all the two Italian opera houees are the 
topics of conversation not merely iu high circles 
among the "upper ten," hut in circles where art, 
and particularly musical art and most especially 
operatic musical art, is an absolute necessity 
of life. But apart from 
these considerations

Italian

may fairly 
be regarded as 
a club where 


ladies and 
gentlemen 
lutbitually meet and 


intsrchange ideas on all existing- topics, no matter 
•what. Two years ago the idea of a ladies' club was 
projected, but for reasons nnnecessary to mention 
it fell through. Now the ladies • are obliged to re- 
sign themselves to inevitable fate and to hold their 
club at the opera, where they, as a matter cf 
course, are compelled to include gentlemen as 
members. This, indeed, is their place of rendez- 
vous, where they can converse freely to the accom- 
paniment of music from orchestra and chorus, or 
orchestra alone, just as the case may be, until a 
Lucca or a Kellogg opens lier lips and warbles 
mellifluous strains to enchain their immediate at- 
tention and supply them with .a new subject to 
dwell npon and discuss. Opera, and especially 
Italian opera, wobld long ago have declined and 
faded 
in 
the 
old 
country 
but 
for 
this. 


Then we have at the London operas an element of 
attraction "whlch'alone would suffice to Seep tnem 
np—I mean the dazzlintr attraction of "evening 
dress," with the ladies, resplendent in their toi- 
lettes and their beauty, outshining the very lights 
tliat mate them visible. The gentlemen, too, are 
all attired with the nicest scrupulousness. This 
appears to me, as an American, the very acme of 
good taste—an exhibition of mutual courtesy, a de- 
sire to please and to be agreeably presentable to 
each other—which does honor aiilce to both sexes. 
And more especially at the Italian opera—which 
has • been, 
is 
and 
must 
ever 
be 
a 


luxury, like 
other 
luxuries, principally for 


the wealthier classes, who alone can help to 
support it—does this seem eminently desirable. 
Sow, if the result of this habit—a habit which has 
prevailed since the glorious Handel was manager 
and director of tne Italian opera here at the 
commencement of last century—has been such, 
what would it be if universally adopted in America, 
the unquestionably destined home of the arts, and 
particularly of that form of- art which is so grace- 
fully represented by the opera f I need hardly tell 
even an inhabitant of the "Old "World" that the 
personal beauty of the American ladies is as un- 
rivalled as their taste in dress is exquisite. 


DECAY OP miliS OPEBA IN ECBOPE. 


It is of no use concealing tlie fact that on this 


Bide of the great Atlantic Italian opera is gradually 
going into decay. The crab system, the union of 
ladies and gentlemen, tie evening dress, the pleas- 
ant tal£, &c., alone keep it np. A new composer 
of genins might revive it for a time; bnt there seems 
little chance of such, a phenomenon, even of another 
"Verdi;inncli less cnance of another Rossini; least 
of all of another Jtozart,~'witJi a "Don Giovanni" 
in his portfolio 
(Wagner won't do under 
any circumstances.) But the Americans, being 
a vonnger and more vigorous people, more lively, 
impressionable and open to new sensations, seem 
absolutely destined to take the sceptre of art Irom 
Europe's hands and to wield it. for the universal 
good of artists inparticnlar and the world generally.

A last word, for the present, about the operas 
here. The chorus at both theatres is very inferior to 
what it used to be. Why is not Santl, acknovrt- 
edged the greatest chorus master i>ow in Europe, 
engaged at either house? The answer is, because, 
for reasons of his own, he has declined offers from 
both. His absence, nevertheless, is a grievous loss.

Strllces In. ffluropo and 


America—The Common Caimo of Cap£- 
tnl and Xjalior* 
Tho HERALD special cable despatch from 


London, published to-day, gives a graphic ac- 
count of the great strike now going on in that 
city among the carpenters, masons, bricklayers 
and others connected with tho building trade, 
and a rlnumi of the agitations by which it has 
been preceded within the past twenty years. 
It will be read with especial interest by all who 
are directly or indirectly concerned in tho 
present movement among the laboring classes 
of New York; by employers and employed 
who are at this moment gazing upon the 
smokeless chimneys and deserted workshops 
of 
the 
metropolis 
with 
anxiety 
and 


apprehension and asking themselves how 
long this deadlock, so injurious to both, 
is to continue. There is a natural sympathy 
among workmen all over the world, and a 
great and important labor movement, such 
as has been agitating New York for eight 
weeks, cannot foil to be watched anxiously on 
the other side of the Atlantic in these days of 
rapid communication and almost instantaneous 
interchange of thought. In like manner our 
own sons of toil, who have laid aside their 
tools and deserted the bench and the forge 
with the resolution to forco from capital what 
they believe to be their rights, will look with 
anxiety for information respecting the action 
nnd the fortune of their fellow laborers in 
Europe. It is with this knowledge, and in 
the hope of protecting both employers and 
employed on our own side against false in- 
formation, that we have determined to pro- 
cure special cable reports of the actual condi- 
tion of the strike in England and elsewhere in 
Europe, and to lay the information before the 
working classes of New York, so that they may 
be as familiar with its progress as though the 
strikers in London were the residents of one 
of our city wards. We have discovered that a 
great many exaggerated and untruthful stories 
are circulated by designing men in regard to 
the labor movements in Europe, with a view 
to incite our own workmen to extravagant de- 
mands and even to acts of violence, and hence 
we believe that a faithful record of the true 
concStion of aSairs in foreign cities, so long as 
the existing agitation continues, will serve to 
lessen the excitement inseparable from such 
occasions, and to bring to both capital and 
labor a better appreciation of the responsibili- 
ties they are incurring. 


The labor strikes in London commenced in 


1853, and have been continued at intervals up 
to the present time. The masters were gener- 
ally successful in their resistance of the de- 
mands of the workmen until in 1859, when 
George Porter, the great agitator, appeared on 
the scene as a leader and commenced the 
formation of trades unions. Last year there 
was a general rising of the engineers aH over 
England, and, although the masters made 3 
stubborn fight, the men prevailed in the end 
and obtained the concession of nine hours as a 
day's work. It was found that the places of 
engineers could not so readily be supplied, and 
their absence from work, of course, stopped 
all the power in the several establishments and 
tied the hands of other workmen who were not 
nominally in the movement. The success of 
the engineers encoufaged other trades to follow 
their example, and the carpenters and joiners 
took the lead and withdrew from work in two 
of the largest London firms- The masters 
threatened a general lock-out, unless the men 
retained to'their posts, but before putting tTiis 
extreme measure info operation they proposed 
an arbitration to consider ihe claims of the 
employes, naming on their own part the 
Earl 
of 
Derby 
and 
the 
Marquis 


of Salisbury. 
The men refused to submit 


their 
cause 
to 
arbitration, 
probably 


fearing that the prejudices of the arbitra- 
tors would be too strongly against the la- 
borer to render a fair decision, likely. "When 
this overture was rejected a general lock-out 
took place, and last week twenty thousand 
workmen were thrown out of employment. 
The masters, it appears, not only closed their 
gates to the actual strikers, but ejected also 
the masons, bricklayers and others employed 
in the building bosiness, whose services were 
valueless without the carpenters and joiners. 
One of the locking-out firms was the well- 
known one of Cubitt & Co., and the TTCTIT.T. 
correspondent obtained an interview with one 
of the partners, Mr. PlnnketL an old and ex- 
perienced master builder, who has witnessed 
three great strikes. The firm employs three 
thousand carpenters, masons and bricklayers, 
and as Cubit? s principal business is to lease 
ground and to erect skeletons of houses 
thereon, which are rented at an advanced 
ground rent, these men are constantly at work. 
3tr- Plunkett's experience has taught him that 
while ihe general effect of strikes is to 
raise wages, which have advanced fifteen 
per cent in the last tweniy years—a 
very immaterial advance when the increased 
cost of living is considered—they also result in 
throwing a large number of men out oi em- 
ployment and thus in causing great want and

tho advantages she IH entitled to derive from 
her resources and products. 


This is the position of affiiirs at the prcucn 


moment in tho city of London, and we be 
liovo that the situation may bo studied with ad- 
vantage by our own workmen and capitalists 
The American mechanic or laborer, shoulc 
not overlook the fact that he is far better off in 
every respect than the workingnmu of Europe; 
that he is better paid, better fed, better 
clothed and better appreciated; that he is a 
free man and the equal of the millionnaire i 
sober, honest, industrious and upright in his 
dealings, instead of being a mere overworked, 
underpaid, despised drudge. The American 
workman has a character and a standing in 
the world, with intelligence to back him, anc 
he should refuse to be put upon the same level 
with the irresponsible Communist or the 
uneducated European laborer. v7e have re- 
gretted to find that the enterprising and usu- 
ally outspoken journals of the metropolis have 
almost entirely ignored the subject of these 
labor strikes hi their editorial columns, and 
have hesitated to give that advice both to em- 
ployers and workmen which is so much needed 
at an excited moment like the present We 
have felt it to be our duty to offer such counsel 
as we have deemed the crisis demanded, both 
to capital and labor, and we now tell the 
American working classes that they must re- 
spect 
themselves if they desire to suc- 


ceed in 
the 
work 
they have 
before 


them, o'r to accomplish any result by 
which 
they can better their 
condition. 


As we have said, they are the superiors of the 
great body of English laborers, and hence they 
should spurn from their societies the Mackays 
and Blissarts, who would degrade them from 
earnest, steadfast citizens into » horde of half 
savage revolutionists. Let them study the con- 
dition of the London laborers as shown in our 
report, and they will probably be disposed 
to better appreciate the advantages they them- 
selves possess. Especially they will refrain 
from allowing themselves to be led into ex- 
cesses by foreign advisers, and will not misin- 
terpret the favorable words oi those who 
believe some of their demands to be reasonable 
into an approval of any rash or lawless acts. 
In like manner we call the attention of 
men 
of 
capital and employers to 
the 


story of the London lock-out, the experience of 
the old master builder, and the sensible com- 
ments of the London Times. If they read the 
lesson aright they will not let their feel- 
ings overpower their judgment and good 
sense, and by a coercive policy give oppor- 
tunity to mischievous agitators to venti- 
late their agrarian doctrines and incite 
an irritable mass of strong men to acts of 
indiscretion arid probably of violence. The 
lock-out in London, they are told, will so en- 
hance the price of coal and iron and of all the 
products which form the bulk of the English 
trade, that the men of capital will in the end be 
the parties to feel the injury to the greatest 
extent. It is a certain fact that these great 
labor strikes, which throw hundreds of thou- 
sands out of employment and paralyze indus- 
trial pursuits, however much they may be 
temporarily 
supported 
by 
contributions 


from 
societies, must in the end make 


the 
country 
poor, 
and 
compel 
the 


wealthy, 
in 
some shape 
or 
another, 


to bear the increased burden. 
Starring 


families must be supported, and those who 
have means must be taxed to support them. If 
riots occur damages must be paid, and the 
loss falls at last on the rich ma-n and 
on the steady workman who returns to 
labor and struggles on for a living. Capi- 
talists and honest men with families, who 
are always ready and willing to work, are those 
who suffer from these disturbances, •while the 
reckless spirits who do the most to initiate 
them escape the penalties they impose upon 
the community.

LD. The arrival of Alexis, for which 


Kew York was athirst last November, awak- 
ened scepticisip when it was found that the 
HEEAHJ was the only paper that had the news, 
which was lying at our very doors. If we 
refer to the publication of the fisk-Mansfield 
letters in the same breath with the thirty-five 
thousand words despatch which composed the 
secret treaty correspondence it is, because no 
other paper published on the same day mat- 
;ers which were in the highest demand as 
important matters of news. They were things 
which increased intelligence among the people 
demanded of increased iaeilityin the press. 
'When the State Department undertook to keep 
secret the grave steps it was taking in a matter 
of such vital interest to the nation it was mak- 
ng war upon that popular intelligence and the 
increased press facilities to satisfy it; the

The dark-lantern device has been knocked to 
rieces in the nervous hands that held it, and 
the mediaeval secrecy proved to be no secret at 
ill when the HEBAM> and the sun of the nine- 
eeath century were abroad.

The Fish Cnltnrs in. American 


tors—A. Good. Appropriation toy Con- 
gress. 
The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill passed 


at the recent session of Congress contains tat 
item of fifteen thousand dollars to be applied 
to the erection of shad and salmon hatching 
establishments in American waters, and to be 
expended under the direction of the United 
States Commissioner of Fisheries. This ap- 
propriation was secured through the efforts of 
Hon. Boberfc B. Koosevel't, of New York, one 
of the New York Commissioners of Fisheries, 
a gentleman who, both as a true sportsman and 
a sound political economist, has studied the 
subject of fish culture and understands its 
great importance in every point of view. Few- 
people reflect upon the evil that may be in- 
flicted upon a populous country through the 
indiscriminate destruction of the fisheries, or 
upon the benefits that may be derived from a 
wise protective policy in the regulation of tha 
iaMng of fish and from a careful application- 
of the artificial means by which their 
cultivation can be promoted. In his eshans- 
;ive speech on the subject in the House of 
representatives Congressman Koosevelt called 
attention to the value of the fisheries as » 
means of national wealth and as a source of 
support to millions of our people, and showed 
conclusively that with a little exercise of 
ndnstry and a small outlay of money the 
government has it in its power to add materi- 
ally to the economy as well as to the luxury of 
iving- The practice of over-fishing'and o£ 
unseasonable fishing is one incident to tha 
growth of the population, and should ba 
restricted as far as possible by wise laws; Took 
his alone is not enough. Indeed, it is bnt a 
small portion of the work the government is 
called upon to perform. By whatever strin- 
;ent regulations the indiscriminate destruction 
of fish and their taking at improper seasons, 
when they should be left undisturbed to- 
weed and to grow, may be prohibited, 
here will still be wanting the encourage- 
ment of their increase by artificial means 
and the introduction into the several w&ters 
where they are unknown of the most desirabla 
species for food. Of these latter salmon and 
had are prominent, and their culture and 
spread are the immediate objects of the appro- 
priation. 


The artificial culture of fish has been piac- 


ised for centuries with success. It is not an 
experiment, but a certainty, and there is aa 
eason why it should not be regarded as impor- 
tant as the cultivation of the land for the pro- 
luctsit yields. Sir. Eoosevelt, in putting for-

The masters, he says, view th 
subject simply as a question of supply, and h 
believes the demand of the men ig not war 
ranted in justice under the existing condition 
of the building trade. He reckoned and cal 
culated pretty confidently on being able t< 
prove this assertion to the arbitrators if the 
court was appointed. He dislikes a lock-ou 
just as bad as he does the strikes, but is com 
pelled, generally, not to object. The men's 
unions and masters are still determined t< 
uphold their resolves.

The HEBAJJ> reporter, having bid Mr. Plun 


kett adieu, met three operative masons. The; 
were seated in a small public house. They 
declined to give their names, as they were 
afraid of the consequences of communicating 
to the press. They said that in the year 18K 
their wages-was five shillings sterling a day; 
in 1860, six pence a day more; in 1861 it was 
seven pence sterling an hour, and in 1865 
eight pence an hour. 


The reason of the present strike, they added, 


is the dear rate of living in London, the long 
way they have to travel to outside jobs, anc 
the cost of conveyance, unless they choose to 
walk in their own time for work and thus 
incur a loss.

Ite Itascs Eegion To Bo Explored—The Pioneer 


Canoe CrniBe on American Waters—Descrip- 


tion of the Dolly Yardea end Her Outfit

Tlie voyage of the canou Dolly Varden down the 


Mississippi Trill be watched with great interest 
throughout the land. A'utliing or the kind has ever 
licen undertaken In tlus country. Knowing that 
the actual source of 1,!>e longest river in the world, 
although witliin the boundaries of the United States, 
was unknown to geographers and nnvisitcd by a 
single white man, it was early determined that the 
'voya&re of the American pioneer pleasure canoe 
mould begin at the very springs, near Lake Itasca, 
Trom which the Mississippi takes its rise. The suc- 
cess of the expedition, it was foreseen. would at 
once open up to the world a region comparatively 
•nnknown. The maps of the Upper Mississippi region 
•were admitted by the best, geographers to be ut- 
terly unreliable above Brainerd. Minn., a-nd the gov- 
ernment surveyors at Sr. r.i'il conic! not furnish i,nc 
HERALD correspondent with any reliable informa- 
tion regarding the country. 


Ths canoe Doily Yarden was completed in Troy, 


TJ. Y., and has tiie following dimensions:—Length, 
14 feet; beam, 28 inches: deptli amidships, 10K 
Inches; at the stem (bow), 20y., and at the stern, 
17K inches. This gave' the canoe fine lines and a 
strong shear. A large air cnamber at each end 
rendered the cralt safe in the event of a capsize. 
Xhe hnll was of paper and the deck of red cedar. 
A layer of paper over the wooden deck secured 
absolute protection from the distressing. leaks 
which-more or less exist in all wooden lap-streak 
*oats. The midships section, between the two 
"water-tight bulkheads, was set apart for the cabin. 
Its dimensions were:—Length, 7 leet; breadth, 
2g inches; 
height; forward, 10 inches.

Included the

noie, in. which the canoeist sat when sailin" 
or paddling the craft. 
This well was divided, 
toy a temporary bulkhead, into two compart- 
ments and in the locker thus formed, just aft of the 
«auoeist'9 seat, stowage capacity was had for the 
«lotbing and provisions of a three months' voyage. 
Jnst forward of the stretcher a place was provided 
for the famous "Kob .Roy cuisine,"1 which was made 
in New York from instructions and diagrams fur- 
nished by J. JlacSregor, Esq.., of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, England. With this ingenious appa- 
zatus dinner is' prepared from canned meats and 
soups in less than fiiteen minutes. 
The new craft was provided with two masts. The 
mainmast was fitted, to carry a sprit sail, Saving 
a reach of seven feet from peak to end ol boom. 
This mast was in two sections, with a sliding- 
gunter, so that the sail could be quickly reefed down 
to 
four 
and a half feet. The small jigger, 
carried on the mizzenmast, and the jib completed 
the work of the sailmaker. A double bladed pad- 
file was included in the outfit, to be used for pro- 
pulsion when the wind was adverse. 
Alter innumerable coats of varnish the canoe was • 
annoanced- complete, and was outfitted and pro- 
visioned prior to leaving bv express forSt- Paul,

On the northeastern 
si'loofthe hike (in old Itidinn, by name Ka-ba-he- 
Ken-dimsr, was Hired to carry the Dolly ten miles 
across the unbroken wilderness, directly north, to 
the Wild nice Hiver. The liest map of Minnesota 
which could be obtained in New Tnrk pave only tea 
miles of this stream east of the Ked Kiver. Beyond 
this all was a blank. 


The rain had ceased shortly after starting, but the 


clouds were very thick. The guide carried tlie pro- 
visions anil Iiis Indian their birch-hark canoe. Old 
Ka-lia-be-sen-duns took the Dolly upon his head, 
while her crew, shouldering the paddle, sun and 
knapsack followed in hie track. 
The compass 
showed our route to be due north. The crew then 
disco\ creel thitt, while it 13 only tliirty-flve miles 
from White Earth to Itasea, the direct line lies 
through a vast succession ofswimps and windfalls, 
which could not be traversed. The wilderness m 
which we found ourselves had originally been a vast, 
forest of pine, but a tire had rendered it a barren 
waste of red and and charred stumps.

Tired, cold and thoroughly drenched, the crew of 
the "Dolly" rolled themselves in a rubber sheet and 
Biept until dinner was announced. The Indian had 
ftrand a mnddy pond about one mile to the east- 
ward, and a cap of strong tea was greatly relished. 
Dinner over, the portage was resumed, and, 
through 
frequent showeis, continued to 
our 
present camp on the banks of the Wild Rice River. 
Freauent rests were necessary, for the strong wind 
which has been blowing most of the day has ren- 
dered it extremely tiresome and difficult even for 
an Indian to carry a canoe on his head. A gust of 
wind, striking the boats, would frequently swing 
them about so suddenlv as to carrv the Indians oar 
their feet. The Wild Rice River is about twenty- 
five feet in width at this point. To-morrow we 
shall begin its ascent to Wild Rice Lake, a distance 
from here of thirty miles. This letter is sent back 
to White Earth by one of the Indians who leaves us 
here.

George A- Brkenbrach, the proprietor of the store> 
testified—I live at 42 East Nineteenth street; I am 
a manufacturing chemist, and was in Boston at the 
time of the fire; my brother was in charge of the 
place; he is not a Dractical chemist: do no manu- 
facturing in liberty street: that is tny salesroom; I 
manufacture in Hoboken, N. J.; had ibnr or five 
carbovs of spirits of nitre standing against the par- 
tition in my store, at a point which is about over 
the middle oi the saloon below: this liquid is or a 
very volatile character, and the Vapor is inflamma- 
ble; it would become of a reddish color from coming 
in contact with wood: have known carboys of this 
hguid to burst; think the great heat of the past few 
days would tend to produce an expansion sufficient 
to burst a carboy; had some of Hoffman;s anodvne 
in bottles in the neighborhood or the carboys; it is 
very volatile, and something like sulphuric ether ;• 
there was about thirty pounds of sulphuric ether 


• which is considered more explosive than anything 
else in the store: a quantity of ascetic ether, in half 
gallon and pound bottles; -had aqua-ammonia and 
ascetic acid, several carboys of each; think we had 
three barrels of alcohol and two of bay ram in the 
store: it is all saved except one barrel of alcohol, 
partly filled, which was in the rear end of the store: 
think the explosion which injured the firemen most 
have been caused by spirits of nitrous ether. 


William H. Erkenbraeh. who lives at 352 Atlantic 
avenue, Brooklyn, testified as follows:—The onlv 
person employed at the store besides mvself was a 
yonngboy; received nothing but a barrel of alco- 
hol and five empty cans on the day before tlie fire: 
there were two barrels of alcohol near the doori 
which were saved; another barrel in the back part 
of the store, partly flued, was destroved; had two 
barrels or bay -mm, which vras saved:" had nothing 
The prairie was quite rolling and was interspersed i else in barrels; am not a nractical chemist: am nor 
•with unnnmbered small lakes, which glistened most 
beautifully in -the sunlight of the flrst summer's day 
of the year 1872. The prairie stretches away to the 
north as fer as Pembina and to the .Minnesota 
Eiver on the south.. iTumerous wigwams were 
passed and the young Indians frequently congre- 
gated about and followed the wagon to look at tae 
elisteninjf iall of the Dolly Yard.en. After four 
iours of driving, mostly by the compass, the crew 
and canoe reached the trading post at White Earth. 
Both are now within about thirty-five miles or Lake 
Itasea: but the country between here and the lake 
Is an nntravelled forest of pines and scrub oaks, in- 
terspersed with many small rivers. The canoe will 
cave to be carried on the backs of two Indians this 
*ntire distance. .

Even the Court itself begins to take on an air of 
hopeless weariness. The judge sits on the bench ia 
a state of patient calm that long-deferred hope 
seems powerless to disturb: but n may easily be 
guessed that, hiding himself beneath this omet ex- 
terior, he is eagerly looking forward to his release 
from so sadly solemn a duty as that which now 
keeps him from enjoying his over-dne vacation. 
The jurors fidget uneasily on their seats and won- 
der when their muster shall be at length complete; 
and even the counsel, as they anxiouslv scrutinize 
the lace of each new candidate for jury duty, look 
as though they wished they could find the right 
men and have the whole weary business started on 
its final stage. 


THE rRiso:-~ER 
Stokes, however, to those who saw him before last 
January, seems to bear up with singular firmness. 
There are a few additional streaks of gray in his 
hair, and the cheeks are somewhat thinner, but the 
eve is stil! bright and clear, and the countenance 
expresses as plainly as ever the sell-confldence, the 
pride, the resolution that were always its dominant 
features.

Very severe, indeed, were the comments of the 
spectators upon the legal process of getting a jury. 
It has, indeed, come to oe almost a standing joke 
among them that it is hopeless to expect to get a 
juror except among the first twenty or thirty in 
the panel. After that the examination by the 
counsel runs in an almost stereorvned channel. 
"They all learn, the trick, tiia.t's what the matter," 
knowingly declared a constant attendant at the 
trial; -'and assoon as they find out that they will 
escape a fortnight's imprisonment at tlie.Astor 
House bv forming an opinion about the sruilt or 
innocence of the Prisoner, irfiy, of course, they 
form one. A conscience, as" a general thing, does 
HOE help a m&n much, bat,in- a trial- lik« this it is 
invaluable- .7ns; coas it a little and it will make 
you swear till all's blue that you can't be sure that 
you could do justice between the people-and the 
prisoner, and so you get off one of the ugliest du- 
ties a man can fcllil." 


And certainly the ordinary course of the proceed- 
ings pretty much confirms this cynical view of the 
ordinary juror. It is astonishing how sensitive a 
man's conscience becomes after he has been in 
conrt long enough to know bv personal observa- 
tion that an opinion, no matter how feeble, so long 
as it will take evidence to remove it. will exempt 
him from taking his place, side by side, with those 
unfortunate citizens who are seated in the chairs 
of the jury, and look so hot. so weary, so languidly 
miserable, even now before the trial has fairly 
becun. Well may the District Attomev say with a 
half-concealed sneer, as he has said once or twice 
to gentlemen who, with a glibness perfectly won- 
derful, have responded to his inquiry as to whether 
they conld deliver an impartial verdict by stating 
that evidence would need to be produced to remove 
tusir existing impression, "And, of course, vou 
doa't want to serve, sin"

One day he 
went away. locking them up ia the house, and on 
his return the son went for him, knocked him down 
and took the keys from him. This enraged the old 
gentleman, and he at once charged the young man 
with being a lunatic and caused his committal to 
the Lunatic Asylum. It was through her interces- 
sion that, the writ of habeas corpus was granted. 
She says that the old man is crazy and not the son, 
and means to bring the matter before other judges 
to accomplish the young man's release.

THE MADELEINE WINS THE CUP. 


The Resolute and Eva, Though 


Beaten, Not Disgraced. 


fti<} mug hunters were early afoot yesterday, as a 


distant rendezvous and uncertain winds always 
require a huge margin or time when depending 
•n canvas alone as the motive power to carry 
one to the poiut of departure. The William Fletcher, 
Captain Emmons, left pier 28 East Hiver at eight 
A. M., with the Kegatta Committee ana members or 
the press on board. While steaming down towards 
Ktaten Island the prospects of wind and weather 
Tve're freely discussed, as after clearing Bay Kidge 
It became plainly apparent that Sandy HooK was 
surrounded by a decidedly objectionable fog- 
toank.

As the Fletcher came 
up to the Narrows the Magic, Tidal Wave, Taro- 
linta ana Peerless were discovered outward bound, 
and patiently endeavoring to malce headway 
against a light southeasterly breeze and the first of 
the flood.

The 
Pletcher arrived off Sandy Hook shortly before 
noon, and although, there was a pleasant working 
Sreeze the fogwas still pretty thick. TheKesolute, 
Eva, Foam and Tidal Wave were cruising about, 
awaiting the arrival of the judges. 


THE COCRSE 


•was to be across an Imaginary line between the 
Judges' boat William Fletcher and Buoy 5, olfSandy 
Hook, to and around a staKeboat off the West End 
ilotel, Long Branch, keeping it on the port hand in 
turning, and return over the same course. Yachts 
were to pass between the judges' boat aud Buoy 
6, off Sandy Dock, coming Home. The start was 
to be a flying one, and the time of each yacht to be 
taken as she crossed a line between Sandy Hoot 
Buoy 6 and the judges' steamer (the William 
Fletcher). 


Tiie signals for starting were to be given from 


the judges' steamer, as follows : — 


For a preparatory signal one whistle and the 


yacht club flag on the steamer to be lowered, and 
ten minutes later, for the start, one whistle and 
the flag to be again lowered. No yacht's time 
to be taken less than fifteen minutes after the 
second whistle, unless instructions to' the contrary

Tne regatta was to be sailed under the Bailing 
Tcgulatiens of the Sew York Yacht Club, and at- 
tention was called to the fact that, by recent action 
Dl the club, the rule restricting the number of men 
te be carried on regattas was rescinded, and yachts 
might carry any number of men.

The Split In tine Custom House Conven- 


tion—The Nominations Yesterday. 


BATON ROUGE, Tune 24,1872. 


On Saturday night Kellogg addressed the crowd 


in front of his headquarters, when he affirmed his 
Intention of inaugurating an honest government in 
the interests of reform. He denied using a dollar 
in the way of bribery to secure his election. Sev- 
eral other speakers followed with platitudinous re- 
marks. On Saturday night Billings took away with 
him about twenty disgusted delegates, anti many 
others also left for home. Great cUfflenlty was con- 
sequently experienced when the Convention met 
this morning In seating the alternates who were 
on hand. A plentiful supply of free whiskey, a taste 
of social equality and occasionally a little money 
gave value to the position of the delegates, 
which was actively sought after. Each faction 
had recruited its army without difficulty, but 
about an hour was scent in settling the rival claims 
and re-establishing the Convention on a nominat- 
ing basis. It was as disorderly as ever, and opened 
with the formal withdrawal of Mr. Bovee, who had 
been nominated for Secretary of State, in favor of 
0. C. Blandin, a Hew Orleans nigger. Bovee said 
he only sought the office in order to be endorsed 
against Warmoth's tyrannv. 


S. Peters (white), of 
Caddo, was then an- 
nounced as having been nominated for Congress for 
the short term by the delegates from the Fourth 
Congressional district. Several names were put in 
nomination for Secretary of State, but were nearly 
all withdrawn again amid a whirl of excite- 
ment, Blandin being nominated on the first ballot 
by a vote of 177 to 99 for a rival candidate- 
It was then announced that J, K. Sypher had been 
nominated for Congress by the delegates of the 
Second district, amid another scene of confusion. 
Half a dozen of candidates were placed in nomina- 
tion for Auditor, and resulted In the nomination of 
Charles Clinton, at present United States Treasury 
Agent in New Orleans, by a vote of 162 against 130 
scattering. 


With coats off and a high sense of responsibility 
the Attorney Generalship was then tackled, and 
the backers of Fielas, Belden and Colonel George W. 
Carter rushed their names before tue Convention in 
quick succession amid applause and hisses pretty 
well distributed. Carter most: unexpectedly, and 
somewhat irregularly, came forward at this point 
and made a speech. He said he was a true republi- 
can and recognized the wisdom of fair <Je.aliagin 
the leaders and of harmony in the ranks. Nothing 
else could win the fight. He had never asked any- 
thing nor did he do so now. He had only to say he 
did not want to be on the ticket, and therefore 
withdrew his name from the large, intelligent and 
dignified body. John Kay. the author or all the 
iniquitous laws on the new statute books, was then 
also placed In nomination. The first ballot resulted— 
A. P. Fields, 129; Belden, 59; Bay, S8. Botii the 
latter then withdrew ana Fields was declared 
unanimously nominated. 
It was nowplain to be seen that the CustomHonse 
slate was to be completed at all hazards, despite 
tbe protests of the country delegates, which were 
loud. long and violent. 
Burcli took the floor, and 
inveighed against the ticket. 
The convention 
was now hopelessly beyond all bounds of propriety, 
and amid a din and nproar whicb. would have 
disgraced a FIJI war dance the Chairman declared 
the nominations for Superintendent of PublicEduca- 
tion in order. Here the country negroes made 
their last stand. From among half a dozen names 
they centred on Trimble (colored), In opposition to 
Boothly, who was on tna slate. The contest was 
desperate, enlivened, by several fights on the floor 
and in the lobbies. Theywere'on the point of 
winning when Packard solved the problem by forc- 
ng both candidates to decline, and Mr. Cnaries W. 
Keating, of Caddo. was nominated bv acclamation.

To-day General Howard, Captain Wilkinson, of 


his staff, and Dr. Burdcll, Snuerindent of Indian 
Affaire In Arizona, made an informal call on Gene- 
ral WaiKer, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, with 
tho delegation of Indians, representing several 
tribes In Arizona, who want to have confirmed 9, 
treaty of peace recently made at Camp Grant. The 
Indians were severally Introduced to General 
Walter by General Howard, after which General 
WaiKer told the interpreter to say to them that 
the Secretary of the Interior is away at present, 
and when he returns they will be officially re- 
ceived. 
Meanwhile they will be furnished 


with 
clothing 
and 
can 
look:

the 


city and see suca things as will 
interest 


them. 
Several 
of the Indians then 
said, 


briefly, they were greatly pleased with what they 
had already seen of tne white man's country, and 
especially with the rain, whiea seldom fails in the 
region whence they came. They further said they 
had seen some of the white man's schools, and de- 
sired their children to be educated the same as the 
children of the pale faces. At. the conclusion of the 
interview the Indians were shown through the 
model room of the Patent Office, and afterwards 
they went to the Post Office Department. 
They 


were not dressed in Indian costume. All wore 
pantaloons and shirts and some were provided with 
coats and hats. They are remarkable in appear- 
ance, mainly on account of their short stature, 
immense shocSs of intensely black hair- and un- 
usually dark complexion. Xeither physically nor 
mentally will they compare favorably with. Ked 
Cloud's party, recently in this city. 


Tho delegation also had nn interview with the 


Secretary of War which lasted half an honr. The 
chiefs all said that they desired to acquire tiie ways 
of civilization, abandon their Indian customs and 
live lite white people. They had been told of the 
advantages of the life of the whites by the army 
officers on the frontier, and since they came among 
the white people they were satisfied the officers 
told naem the truth. They wanted to live in peace 
wild all peoples and help the government in Keeping 
peace. Secretary Beifinap said that it pleased him 
very mnch to hear such expressions of good will, 
and he hoped that when they returned home they 
would practically carry into execution their com- 
mendable promises. The President, their Great 
Father, was now away, but in a few days they 
should see him and talk to him as they had. talted 
to his Cabinet officer. With, this assurance they 
left for their quarters at the Howard University. 


Indian Raid in Ajrizona. 


General Croofe reports to the Adjutant General's 


office, under date of Prescott, Arizona, May 28, that 
on the 22d of May the Indians Silled a herder and 
captured two thousand head of slieep within a mile 
and a half of his headquarters. The raid was not 
tnown until the evening, when the sheep should 
have come In. General Crook was absent at the time 
at Camp Grant, and Captain A. H. NicSerson, of 
his staff, with two officers and thirty men of the 
First cavalry, made a pursuit, and, by a rapid 
night's march, succeeded in recapturing the herd 
at one o'clock P. M. the next day. Owing to the 
nature of the canyon in which the command over- 
took tae herd, although they charged immediately. 
the Indians escaped among rocKs ana underbrush, 
The place of capture was about eighty miles from 
Prescott, near the crossing of the Verde River into 
the Tonto Basin- The Indians were Santos or 
Apache Mojaves.

Tbe Wheat Crop. 


The June report of the statistician of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, now in press, is exhaustive in 
ts treatment of wheat statistics. It is based upon 
reports from SOS counties, of which. 199 indicate an 
average condition, 2TO higher than the average and 
434 a low condition, ranging from 100, the standard 
of a medium prospect, down to ten, and in a few 
cases down to entire failure. The State averages 
are calculated, not simply from tbe number of coun- 
ties reported, bat from the comparative prodnction 
of the several counties. These 993 reports include 
a very large proportion of the wiieat area of the 
country. The summary of tae returns of area shows 
a reduction of two per cent from that of 1S7L The

Captain Scctt also did everything in hia 
power for his nnfortnnate crew. A boat from the 
cutter James Campbell, Captain Warner, went to 
the assistance of the sufferers immediately after 
tne accident and rendered valuable assistance. 
The remains of the killed and missing men nave 
notheen recovered, and the services of a diver 
mil be needed to recover them. Tae Wallace wa» 
what is called a boom derrick lighter, and had two 
locomotive boSerspa board,- both, of which, blew np.

The expense 
of doing such ..work has been much augmented 
firstly, by the better pay given the journeymen, anc 
secondly by the rise in the nrice of iron. To 
counteract these facts and to insure the appropri 
ate profits due them and at the same time concede 
to the workmen whai tliey ask for tlieir labor 
three meetings for the purpose of organizing the, 
movement have already been held. 
Little was done last night more than to discuss 
the proper methods of co-operation. It is proposed 
to form a union, with various ramifications through- 
out the city. 


The Amalgamated Society of Carpenters and 


Joiners held a secret meeting on Saturday night 
and bitterly denounced the action of Mr. Dean, the 
stair builder, in forcing the ten-hour system again 
on his men. 
They considered it outrageous for 


Dean's men to work ten hours and the other bosses 
to work eight hours. It was quite evident that if 
Dean was to be allowed to work on the above terms 
no employer in the citv could compete with him. 
Resolutions were adopted to assist the Stair 


Builders7 Union to bring out all Mr. Deau's men 
from the jobs outside of his shop—in fact, every 
man he has in his employ, with the exception of 
relatives. 


It was also added that every man who hired with 
Mr. Dean should be brought away.and his-wages 
paid till he got another job. Several of the speakers 
spoke with deterrainat ion of making Dean's 
shop an eight-hour one if it cost $20,000 to do it. 
One speaker said that the success of eight hours for 
the stair builders depended on Dean's shop. An- 
other said if that was the case, instead of expend- 
ing $20,000, they were prepared to expend 550.000, 
and keep all his men out until he signed a docu- 
ment to adopt the eight-hour system, and live UD to 
it for twelve months. 


The Barkers' Strike a Success.

I have watched the progress of tho labor move- 


ment, not only with Interest, but witli great anxi- 
ety, for in it I see the greatest present agitator of 
the civilized world. It is, indeed, a momentous 
question, touching vitally, not only labor and capi- 
tal, but indirectly every class of society, for with 
the capital and industry of a people idle or disor- 
dered what class of society can be exempt from its 
blighting effects? ' 


In view of its great importance and in obedience 


to the common interest ol both labor and capital I 
am led to offer the following suggestions. At the 
outset I assume that this question must in the end 
be settled by compromise. Any end or object at-

Will not capital organize and in its tarn seek re- 
venge and advantage by dictating terms to labor 
when the necessities of both parties will best enable 
it to do so 1 Both labor and capital, after being 
thus douMy impoverished by the two periods of iu- 
activity and loss, will find themselves—minus their 
loss, and plus much ill-feeling—just where they 
were before the fight commenced. 


Kow, why win not both parties be wise and at the 


outset seek a settlement by a compromise that will 
be permanent by being based upon strict justice, 
having reference to the entire and mutual interest 
of both ? Labor mnst know that capital will and 
should have, at least an equal voice in making 
the conditions in its contracts with labor, 
and that 
it can in 
no case, for a long 


period, be 
compelled 
to 
pay 
to 
labor 
more than it earns. Capital, too, must know and 
recognize the fact that labor'is no longer a slave, 
to submit to its commands or the lash, but is eman- 
cipated, and must be met as an equal with exact 
justice, and that any attempt by capita! to witti- 
hold any siiare of the earnings due to labor, or bv 
labor to extort from capital more than its fair pro- 
portion of the profits, will lead to hostilities and a 
mutual loss. Labor should make due consideration 
for the use and also for the risk to which capital is 
subjected by the fluctuations in the value of ma- 
terial and the manufactured article, from which 
labor is exempt: so if at one time capita! may seem 
to receive more than its due share it is liable to a 
corresponding loss or even annihilation. It should 
ac apparent to both parties that the adjustment of 
the whole question must he in accordance with 
a mutual interest and justice, and not by the 
enactment 
or 
emorcement 
of 
any law.

abor are as idle as if applied to the regulating of 
the supply of light and air. Jfo law can give to 
labor more or compel it to receive less than it earns. 
The question comes, what shall be the common 
basis of settlement, since labor contends quite as 
earnestly for less hours as it does for more pay ? It 
would seem that the only basis would be compensa- 
tion by the hour. This wouid enable the laborer to 
adapt the hours of labor to his inclination and com- 
pensation to his necessities. It is evident that, in 
ipite of any law or theory, capital can never afford 
o pay the same for eight hours' labor it can for ten, 
and it is eqaaliv certain that it is entirelv imrjrac- 
icable to bring all kinds of labor within the eight- 
hour rule: while in all branches there are manv 
laborers wfio would much prefer, and others whose 
necessities would demand, more pay than can be 
given for eight hours. The sooner the belligerents 
meet at the half-way point, which they must dp, as 
equals, to consider mutually the interest and rights 
of the other, the easier and more certain will be 
the satisfactory axtd permanent solution of this 
vexatious^question.

Horace Creeley was at tlie liberal Headquarter 


at the Clcnliam Hotel for two lioura yesterday 
moruiug. A German delegation, Iieiidcd by l>r 
Gcrcke, Morita Elliugcr, of the Jewish Times, am 
Dr. Theodore Micrson, of the NtM rorker Journal, 
waited upon him, and staled that a German Jleino- 
cratlc Convention, whicli would probably number 
from three to five hundred delegates!, rcpresontinj 
all the Statea of the Union, would be held in lialti 
more on July 7, two days previous to the regular 
Democratic Convention, in order, if possible, to in 
flnence the action of the latter Convention In favoi 
of Mr. Grecley. 


In answer to a question regarding Senator 


Schurz, these gentlemen remarked that lie was 
a republican German, and they did not there 
fore train exactly with that eminent son ol 
"Vaterlaud;" but they were with him now, and had 
determined UDOU their present action tn order to 
neutralize or overbalance tne influence of Germans 
like Ottendorfcr and Daenzer and Stallo, who hai 
openly expressed themselves inimical to Greeley. 
Mr. Greeley wiil probably remove his wife and 
daughters to Cliappaqua to-day, and he-will himself 
devote tlie greater portion of his time hereafter to 
the cultivation of his farm.

pulous and Irresponsible government. These mu-

diirerence between Mr. Urccicy and the democracy. 
He was a protectionist, while they were supposed 
to be (rce- traders. I use the words "supposed to 
be" advisedly; for, to judge by the votes of demo- 
cratic, members of Congress, there was little partv 
distinction between these and the republicans oil 
thli question, many of them being decided and 
prominent protectionists and voting Invariably 
with the extreme lileh tarill' irdvocates of the other 
side. But tills difficulty, such as it is, was entirely 
removed and disposed of la the best possible man- 
ner by the Cincinnati platform in being relegated to 
the Congressional districts. As it Is a matter purely 
for the representatives of the people in looking 
after the interests of their constituents, questions 
of revenue being expressly confided to that branch 
of the government by the constitution, at present 
heavy imports being a flscal necessity rand 
much capital having been tempted into unnatural 
channels by unwise legislation, and not to be imme- 
diately removed without heavy loss, the doctrine of 
free trade is hardly a practical issue, although it Is 
sure to revive m a few years if the democratic 
party is not destroyed. 


There are three prominent matters of dispute 
at present affecting the country. The first is tlie 
great question of corruption in office; the second 
is centralization of power iu opposition to the in- 
dependence of the States, and the tliird is the de- 
mand of the colored people for negro supremacy 
under special laws, placing the whites at a disad- 
vantage with them. Upon these essential doctrines 
Horace Greeiey is a democrat, while upon the tariif 
both parties have a loose hold on their members. 
If he can be accepted he offers us an almost abso- 
lute certainty of triumph, as he will not only re- 
lieve our party from the unjust insinuations made 
by our enemies in reference to our good faith in ac- 
cepting the results of the civil war, but will brin<* 
to our support a large body of dissatisfied repub- 
licans. . Hia strength among the latter, although 
apparent already, will not be fully manifested until 
he is nominated at Baltimore, (or without that 
endorsement he has not the elements of success 
and individuals are loth to join is. hopeless cause. 
There are signs of a great uprising of the people to 
express the disapproval so generally felt with the 
present administration, but without that his elec- 
tion alter such endorsement is as near a certainty 
as a future event can be. Already his probable 
nomination has secured us the great States of Ncir 
York and Pennsylvania and brought about a valu- 
able and powerful combination in Indiana, while it 
makes every Southern State, with one possible ex- 
ception, absolutely certain in his favor. Of Mr. 
Sreeley's integrity and devotion to the cause of an 
lonest government it is unnecessary to sneak be- 
:weeu us who know him, and among whom he lias 
ived the better part of his life. On the other ques- 
tions involved his opinions are equally well known 
and accord perfectly with the acknowledged views 
of the democratic party. On essential issues he is 
therefore entirely in accord with us, so that wo 
make no sacrifice of duty or of honor in accepting 
the advances of the party which has nominated him 
and asks for our support and assistance. 


On the other hand, iJ he is not accepted the dis- 
solution of the democratic partv would seem inevi- 
table.
